So Chris- 
tians must carefully consider 
every amusement, every custom, 
to see that it glorifies God and 
does not offend and does not do 
harm or lead into temptation. 


Several things are agreed upon 
by the best Christians in regard 
to mixed bathing. 

1. Bathing, or swimming, is not 
wrong. There is nothing wrong 
in swimming. It is good exercise. 
It is a real pleasure. It may help 
to develop personality and char- 
acter. Swimming is not wrong. 


2. We must recognize, also, that 
it is natural for young people to 
like to swim together. In the 
young people 
dance for sex thrill and men never 
dance alone. But that is not true 
about swimming. Boys or men 
often swim without girls and have 
a wonderful time, The exercise 
itself is interesting, the competi- 
tion in swimming and diving adds 
to the fun, and so we have no 
right to say that swimming is pri- 
marily a matter of sex interest, 
with most young people. Girls 
who are not very good swimmers 
may feel safer with men about, 
and boys certainly like te have 
girls or women about to see them 
show off.

He 
implies that this love cannot be 
comprehended, but that it should 
be recognized. This love has 
raised Christians from the ruin of 
sin, lifted them from the _ very 
stuiburbs of Hell, exalted them to 
the high place of honor and dis- 
tinction by adoption into the fam- 
ily of God. This love, he _  in- 
forms us, will yet translate us 
into Heaven’s glory, and trans- 
forms us into the perfect divine 
Image. No wonder that he ex- 
ultkeyly writes: “Behold, what 
manner of love.” The breadth of 
this love reaches Jew and Gentile; 
the length of this love reaches un- 
to the day of redemption; the 
depth of this love reaches down- 
ward to the lowest sinner. This 
love will raise any sinner to the 


‘height of being “seated together 


with Christ in the heavenly 
places.”

The Amazing Wonder! — 


“What Manner of Love” 

The manner of this love is best 
seen in the fact that we were 
“chosen in him” from before the 
foundation of the world. This 
“adopting love” is doubly set forth 
because God took the initiative 
in “loving us, before we loved 
him.” . 

This love is the “bestowal of the 
Father.” That is, the God of the 
universe grants those who believe 
in His Son the place of sonship 
alongside His Son, a position un- 
earned and wundeserved, That is, 


= 


He actually lavished His love up- 
on us, not niggardly. St. John 
stops the calm reasoning of the 
chapter preceding, and revels as 
he gloriously expounds the thrill- 
ing fact of God’s love. He uses 
the personal pronoun “we.” This 
puts Himself on the level of the 
“lowest believef.” He boasts, like 
St. Paul, in the mercy vouchsafed 
for us. 


“The manner of God's love” is 
all the more glorious because of 
the fact that believers are “called 
the sons of God.” That is, God 
“justifies the ungodly that be- 
lieve.” Our standing is in Christ 
and is not a matter of maturity. 
The moment a sinner believes, he 
is aS saved as he ever will be. 


This is illustrated in the_ book 
of Acts where the account is giv- 
en of the salvation of three wide- 
ly different types of sinners. The 
black Ethiopian treasurer from 
Africa was traveling in a chariot, 
returning from Jerusalem, where 
he had undoubtedly procured a

Then I talked to the class and 
before I could get out of there, 
here came a twelve-year-old girl 
to meet her dad and mother who 
were in the class.

In five minutes’ time I won her 
to Christ. 

What I am saying is that they 
are all about you, but you do not 
go after them. You could win 
people if you really tried. You 


could! People say, “Oh, you 
can’t win Catholics.” I beg your 
pardon.- Thank God, I know, lI 


win them, many of them. I know 
better than that. I won hundreds 
of Catholics and Jews. You can 
win Jews. We had a _ Jewish 
woman saved Friday night. 

Some years ago I was im a tent 
meeting in downtown Brooklyn, 
right by the big Y.M.C.A. Grace, 
my daughter, had children’s _meet- 
ings. More little Italian boys 
and girls and Greek children and 
Slovaks came. She got a great 
crowd of Jews and Catholics. That 
was nearly all there were in that 
area. She said, “These are from 
Catholic and Jewish families and 
I must be tactful; I must take it 


easy.” .So she told them Bible 
stories, taught them little chor- 
uses, tried to win their friend- 


ship; but she ,did not press the 
matter of salvation, because she 
did not want to drive anybody 
away. The second and third days 
she did the same. About the 
fourth day she finally told them 
about sin, told them that all were 
simmers and were lost forever if 
they did not have Jesus, and 
urged them to turn to the Lord 
Jesus to save them. She said, 
“Blow many here know. you are 
simners?” The whole bunch of 
them knew they were. sinners. 
“Well,” she said, “God loves you 
amd Jesus died for you. Dont 
you think you ought to come to 
Him ?”’ 

“Yes,” they said. 

“All right, we’ll just ask Jesus 
to save you right now.” , And 
when they had their prayer, one 
by one these Jewish and Cath- 
olic children said they would take 
Christ as Saviour. A boy ten 


or eleven years old said, “Why, 
Miss Grace, listen! this is the 
most important thing in the 


world. Isn’t it strange that none 
of us thought of this the first 
day?” Wasnt that a rebuke? 

You go all around Robin Hood's 
barn about the matter when peo- 
me are about to die and go to 
Hell. Don’t you think people have 
amy sense? 
have any conscience? Don’t you 
think they know they have to 
meet God? Don’t you think they 
know they are sinners? And 
you think you can’t win Catho- 
lic! You could win them all the 
time if you tried. 

I preached in Chicago “A Ser- 
mon From a Catholic Bible’ and 
“we had twenty-four professions 
that night—about half of them 
Catholics, Some of them follow 
me around when I go back to Chi- 
cago for a2 meeting. I was in @ 
meeting out at Lawndale Bible 
Church the other day and a man 
and his wife came to hear me. 
They are members of the Moody 
Church and came ail the way 
across Chicago, twelve or fifteen 
miles, to hear me preach because 
she had been a Catholic and was 
saved there in May two years ago: 
She said, “You don’t remember 
me, do you? I was saved when 
you preached ‘A Sermon From a 
Catholic Bible’ out at the big 
Arena in Chicago. Oh, we will 
never forget you.” You can win 
Jews and Catholics! 

I am saying that there are 
many people you do not have any 
idea you could win but whom you 
could win if you went after them. 
Far more people have hungry 
bearts than you dream of.

| Worth where the Southwestern 
Seminary is located. My wife 
attended the seminary church, the 
Gambrell Street Baptist Church, 
where she was in a Sunday School 
class with a hundred other 
women. It was taught by Mrs. 
L. R. Scarborough, the wife of 
the famous president of the South- 
western Seminary, a great evan- 
gelist and wonderful soul winner. 
At least half the women in the 
class, I suppose, were wives of 
preachers or wives ot missionaries. 
Some of them were wives of the 
seminary faculty, others were 
wives of seminary students, others 
were wives of the missionaries, 
etc. 

In the class there was one un- 
saved woman. My wife said to 
me one time when I came in from 
a meeting: “Dear, I am troubled 
about a woman in my class. There 
are a hundred women in the class 
and only one of them unsaved. 
She is there every Sunday. I sup- 
pose everybody has talked to her. 
She must be gospel-hardened. I 
don’t know that we could do any- 
thing with her; yet I feel we ought 
to try. Would you go with me 
to see her? 

I said, ‘Yes, I'll go.” We prayed 
a good deal about it. It was bound 
to be a tough case, we felt. She 
was bound to be gospel-hardened. 
She lived only two doors below Dr. 
Scarborough. A preacher lived 
on one side of her and a Christian 
educational worker on the other 
side. We felt that everybody 
surely had talked to her so much 
that she was hardened. So we 
hired a woman to come and spend 


a half day with the children. We 
felt, “This is going to be a hard 
fight. It will be a long, hard 
pull!” The woman came to stay 


with the children and we went 
over to the unsaved woman's 
house. 

‘We knocked on the door, and 
with fear and trembling watched 
the door open. . But the woman, 
instead of throwing hot water on 
us, said, “Why, Mrs. Rice, I’m 
glad to see you; come in! Is this 
Brother Rice?” (Down South all 
preachers are “brothers,” you 
know. ) We went inside. I 
wanted to talk to her about her 
soul but I felt “She must be so 
tough and hard that I must find 
some easy way to slip up on her” 
—you know, sort of bring the 
conversation around. We are so 
tactful sometimes, you know, that 
we never make contact! 

I saw a lovely Bible and I 
thought, “Well, now I can talk 
to her about that Bible.” I said 
“Say, this certainly is a nice Bible 
you have here.” 

“Yes,” she said, “my mother 
gave me that last Christmas. I 
am very proud of it.” 

“That is fine. I understand that 
you are not a Christian, but if 
you were a Christian wouldn’t it 
be fine’? You and your husband 
could read some in this Bible 
every night before you.go to bed. 
You could read it and have a good 
time. Wouldn’t that be nice?” 

“Well,” she said ‘but we al- 
ready read it every night. Ever 
since Mother gave it to us last 
Christmas my husband and I have 
read a chapter every night.” 

Well, that rather took the wind 
out of my sails. So I started 
again. “But if you were a Chris- 
tian you could get down here and 
have prayer, ask God to keep you 
through the night, thank Him for 
the blessings of the day and talk 
to your heavenly Father. Wouldn’t 
it be nice if you were a Chris- 
tian ?”’ 

By this time there were tears 
in her eyes and she said, “But we 
do pray every night. We read a 
chapter in the Bible, and then he 
gets down by his chair and I get 


pray. We have been doing that 
every night since last Christmas.” 

I finally got bold enough to just 
come out with the thing plainly, 
and I said, ‘Well, why aren’t you 
saved ?” 

She began to sob like a little 
child—and sobbed and sobbed. 
“I want to be saved. I have done 
everything I know. We read the 
Bible. We pray every night. I 
don’t know how!” 

“Well,” I said, “God bless you, 


you are sure going to find out

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how!” I took that new Bible’ that 
she had been reading every day, 
turned to the third chapter of 
John and showed her how God 
loved her, how Jesus died for her 
and how that if she would put her 
trust in Jesus He would save her. 
In five minutes she was a happy 
Christian. Every Sunday morn- 
ing she had been sitting in that 
Bible class with a hundred women, 
all of-them Christians and half of 
them preachers wives, and no 
body had ever told her how to be 
saved, nobody had ever gone to 
see her and talk to her about it, 
nobody ever encouraged her to 
come to Jesus, notedy ever told 
her how, when she and her poor 
husband were living there'in a 
home in the midst of preachers 
and Christian workers! What I am 
saying is that you can win souls. 
There are plenty of people you can 
win. But you do not work at it; 
you do not go after them! 

The Saviour here says for you 
to go out and compet them to 
come in. “Go out into the high- 
ways and hedges, and compel them 
to come in, that my house may be 
filed.” The Saviour is taking for 
granted that you are not to mind 
about the difficulties. There are 
plenty of people you can get.

At It Can Win Souls 

Now, there ig another thing that 
I want you to see: anybody can 
do it. ‘L am so glad the Lord has 
business that fits anybody who is 
willing to be faithful. You do not 
have to be brilliant. There are 


some who feel: “Now if you want 
something extra special—and in 
public, of course, where every- 
body will know it and where I 
will get applause—-I will do it. 
But this drudgery of getting out 
and pushing doorbells and trudg- 
ing from house to house, hard 
work like that—-well, my talents 
are So great I can’t do that.” 


A woman wrote to me and said 
she felt sure God wanted her to 
be a preacher. I said, “All right, 
get busy with your own family 
and your loyed ones who are not 
saved.” 

“Oh,” she said, “but with my 
talents I think God wants me to 
preach in pwhblic.” She did not 
win her own children, did not win 
her next-door neighbors; but she 
thought she ought to put on 2 
big show with her talents. The 
Lord Jesus isn’t primarily con- 
cerned about talent.

Mixed Bathing -- Right 
or Wrong? 


(Continued from Page 1) 
Christians must agree that the 
popular swim suits are not ‘‘mod- 
est apparel’ commanded for 
women in I Timothy 2:9. What is 
wrong in mixed swimming is not 
the swimming but the nudity, the 
indecent exposure of the human 
body. 

I believe that the tendency of 
men’s swim suits is likewise bad: 
I do not know whether or not a 
boy with no clothing but swim 
tfunks is a special temptation to 
girls. However, I think that as 
a general rule we may say that 
undue exposure of the human 
body encourages undue familiar- 


* ity and is necessarily hurtful. Per- 


haps a man’s. half-nude body 
would have a tendency to arouse 
sex interest. But if not, it cer- 
tainly indicates disrespect for the 
temple of the Holy Spirit, and all 
the Scriptures which forbid the 
vncovering of the human body be- 
fore others indicate that it is 
wrong. 

The Bible so clearly forbids un- 
usual exposure of the body that 
we say beyond any doubt that 
mixed bathing of the general pub- 
lic in modern swim suits is defi- 
nitely wrong... It is not the bath- 
ing that is wrong but the inde- 
eent exposure. For men and 
women to wear the same clothing 


elsewhere would be wrong. It 
would be foolish and hurtful for 
young .people to attend college 
classes in the same clothes that 
they swim in. No one suggests 
that it would be proper for people 
to work and attend to business in 
offices' and stores with as much 
rexposure of the body .as is custo- 
mary in swimming parties. That 
exposure of the body, tends to 
evil. It is likely to arouse sex 
‘desire and lead to extreme temp- 
tation. It certainly tends to break 
Gown modesty and cause disre- 
spect for the body as the temple 
of the Holy Spirit. And it cer- 
tainly does not encourage a girl 
to keep her body for the husband 


. that she hopes to have The mix- 


ing of the sexes promiscuously 
‘in modern swim suits is certainly, 
hurtful. 

4. Wherever the clothing itself 
is proper and the behavior proper, 
I see no special harm in mixed 
swimming. When I was a young 
man in west Texas we often went 
fishing in the Big Wichita River. 
We would take a seine and in this 
net we would catch catfsh, carp, 
buffalo, drum, gars and other 
river fish. We did not have swim 
suits. If we had had them it 
would not have been wise to wear 
them in the hot sun for long 
periods of time. We wore old 
clothes. Sometimes the women

Yet she got on fire 
to win souls and begin to win 
them: One day, the twenty-fifth 
day of June, 1933, she promised 
God she would try to win a 
hundred souls by Christmas; and 
she won 151 or 152. Then the 
next year she set out to try to 
win 500. The year went by and 
on New Year’s Night she got up 
to confess her sins before God. 
She said, “Brother Rice, I didn’t 


win 500. I aula have if I had 
meant business as I ought to have. 
I only won 360.” A lot of 
preachers preach ten years and 
do not get that many saved. She 
worked at it day and night. What 
it takes is going after the people! 
Anybody can be a soul winner. 


With Holy Fervor And The 

Power Of The Holy Spirit 

We can Compel Sinners 

To Be Saved 

And the last word I must say is 
that we are to compel them. You 
say, “Can I make a person be 
saved?” Yes, sometimes you can. 
You are to.compel them to come 
in. 

I heard Gypsy Smith preach in 
Dallas one time. I determined 
before God that I was going to 
talk to the first man I say about 
his soul. So when I got outside 
the church there was a taxi driver 
waiting beside the curb. I said, 
“Say, listen; I want to talk to 
you. Are you saved?” 

“Yes, sir, I believe I am.” 

I said, “Are you sure you have 
been born again?” 

“Yes, I believe I have,” he said. 

I said, “Well, when did it 
happen ?” 

“Just now. There was a little 
short .man with gray mustache 
who came out the side door here 
(in the late Dr. Truett’s church, 
the First Baptist Church, Dallas). 
He talked to me. He said, ‘You 
dare not wait! You may go to 
hell tonight.’ He seemed so 
anxious that I felt I had to decide 


e it now, and I did.” Gypsy Smith 


had beat me to the taxi driver. 
“You can get people saved. You 
can compel them to come in. You 
can compel them not only by 
teaching, by repetition and pres- 
Sing the matter; but, listen, you 
can have the power of the Holy 
Spirit of God who works miracles, 
who makes drunkards sober and 
makes harlots pure. The miracle- 
working power of the Holy Spirit 
will go with you if you ever really 
mean business. Oh, may God give 
you that power that will help you 
to compel people to come in! 
Iet’s go and compel them to 
come ig! You Sunday School 
teachers are as accountable to God 
for bringing people in, getting 
them in your classes, as the super- 
intendent is, or as the pastor is 
about the general congregation. 
Go and compel them to come in. 
Go and bring them in! You could 
have plenty of lost people here to 
preach to every Sunday, you would 
have them every Sunday coming to 
claim Christ, join the church and 
be baptized if you would just go 
and compel them to’tome in. God 


give you grace to do it! 
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and children of the family, or 
sometimes the women and childr 

of two or three families who 
joined us in the fishing expedition, 
would go in the water to play in 


the late afternoon. All were fully 


clothed. For people who took 
their baths in a wash tub in the 
kitchen, it was a real delight to 
splash and swim and dive in the 
river. I did not think then and 
I do not think now there was any- 
thing at all displeasing to God 
in that. 

Since I have a family of my own 
I have a few times taken them 
swimming. Once when my daugh- 
ters were small we took them to 
Galveston, found a part of the 
beach where we would ,be alone 
and swam and played in the surf. 

Sometimes mixed groups of 
good Christian people swim to- 
gether without any apparent harm, 
where the conditions are the best 
and the people spiritual and conse- 
crated. I have seen some such 
cases, where Christian women 
were careful not to remove theif 


robes until they stepped into the 
water, where family groups stayed | co 
somewhat apart by themselves, 
and where there was strict super- 
vision to see that nothing un- 
seemly took place. At the same 
time, it seems obvious that fof 
people to appear without enough 
clothes on, and for young people 
to mix promiscuously with those 
of the opposite sex, in a state of 
semi-nudity, is certain to be a 
temptation to some and to lead 
to further sin. 


I know that when I was & 
young Christian I sometimes went 
swimming in groups. I found it 


a temptation to me, found that it a 


embarrassed me and hurt my 
testimony. 


I would conclude, then, that if 
people want. to swim in mixed 
groups, both men and women 
ought to cover the body decently 
and wear something besides the 


modern scanty swim suits. Chris-| 


tians should avoid the appearance 


of evil and-flee from temptation.

copy of the writings of Isaiah the 
prophet. He was reading, but did 
not understand what he read. The 
evangelist Philip entered - the 
chariot, began at the same Scrip- 
ture and preached unto him about 
Jesus Christ. He believed in Him, 
confessed Him at once, and was. 
baptized—and went on his way re- 
joicing. That man was saved. He 
was at once adopted into the fam- 
ily of God.. The same can be said 
of the jailor in the city of Phil- 
lippi. In the evening he helped to 
flog two ministers, St. Paul and 
Silas. That night, when God in- 
terposed, shook that old prison, 
released them from their stocks, 
he turned to Christ in penitence 
and believed. He was saved. He 
was baptized the same night. 
Then he washed and anointed the 
stripes of his prisoners. “He 
was saved. He was 
into the family of ~God. The 
same book records the account 
of the conversion of Cornelius, 
a captain of the Imperial 
Italian guard. This man was re- 
ligious, but not truly saved. He 
accepted the Lord Jesus Christ, 
trusted in His atoning, death, and 
was adopted in-the family of God. 


However, the writer makes it 
clear that the world does not rec- 
ognize this “royalty.” They do 
not understand our character as 
the adopted children of God. They 
did not even comprehend the per- 
fect character of Christ. Never- 
theless, all believers are adopted 
into the family of God when they 
truly believe. In the third place 
take notice of the 
Striking Word of Endear- 

ment—‘“Beloved” 

This word “beloved” is a word 
that expresses deep affection. It 
is a difficult word to interpret. 
It is best experienced. It can be 
better understood by recalling the 
intense affection that good par- 
ents have for their children; the 
love that is manifested between 
levers; the love that husbands and 


wives have for each other who 


are happily mated; the love that 
noble children have for their par- 
ents; the love that springs up be- 
tween boon friends. God’s love, 
so marvelously expressed towards 
us, reacts in producing the fin- 
est fellowship in the lives of true 
Christians. This is why St. John 
wrote with such intense feeling, 
“beloved.” In the fourth place he 
speaks of 

Our Marvelous Standing 

*“‘Now are we the sons of God.” 
That is, in the days of our flesh, 


we are the children of Heaven. 


This new relationship to God made 
St. Paul write: “For this cause I 
bow my knees to the God and 
Father of the Lord. Jesus Christ, 
for whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named.”

“It doth not yet appear what 
we shall be, but we know that 
when he shall appear, we shall be 
like him, for we shall see him as 
he is.” All this glory is still fu- 
ture. That is—it is not visible;

This statement points ahead to 
the glorious second appearance of 
Christ, when He shall came in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, for His own. 

St. John informs us that be- 
lievers will then be given a “full 
orbed vision of Christ.” The soul 
in its inmost depth shall be pre- 
pared to reflect, without one 
dimming shadow, the hkeams of 
infinite beauty. Today no revela- 
tion can reveal the “Infinite, Holy 
God,’”’ to our imperfect natures. 
The renewed mind must be like 
Him—to see Him as He is. Today 
Christians seek to train their 
spirits. for the regions of “eternal 
light.” But still our best attempts 
are like that of an ignorant man 
who can’t read. For such a man 
there may be ample printer’s ink 
and wooden pulp from which paper 
is made, and the best poetry, but 
there is no way of communication. 
Or, play “Beethoven’s’ greatest 
symphony to a Hottentot in 
Africa, who merely makes noise, 
without harmony. But — when 


the perfect vision of Himself, the 
process will be completed. 


hath this hope, purifieth himself, 
even as he is pure.” This hope is 
a purifying hope. It promotes 
holiness, it promotes holiness in all 
who look for Him. Christ is the 
“Model of Purity.” When men 
look for their Lord, this will end 
questionable habits, the frequent- 
ing of places that minister to the 
flesh rather than to the spirit.

Here, now, are four tremendous 
statements regarding the love of 
God 


First: “For God so loved the 
world” 

“For God so loved...” Salva- 
tion starts with God. You had 
nothing to do with it. Before you 
were born-God provided it for you. 
Don’t think you can discover God. 
You never can. God is revealed, 
not discovered. He took the first 
step. 

“God so loved...” That little 
word ‘“‘so” speaks volumes. It 
explains all that follows, all that 
Christ endured for you, all that 
God suffered when He gave 
Christ. All He saves you from 


is because He so loved you. 

“God so loved...” .The gods 
of the heathen are gods of hate 
and fear. Our God is a God of 
love. The heathen are afraid of 
their gods. We love our God. 
Their gods are gods of judgment, 
power and cruelty, bent on doing 
them injury. Our God is a God 
of judgment and power also, but 
first and foremost He is a God of 
love, seeking to do us good. 

God does not love man’s sin, 
kut He loves man. You do not 
love your child’s disease, but you 
love your child. Such love as 
God’s is unfathomable. It is a 
love that cannot be understood, 
but a love that is real nevertheless. 
I want you, my friend, to know 
that God loves you. He loves 
you no matter what you have 
done, no matter how great your 
sin, and He always~-will love you 
in spite of your attitude toward 
Him. 

“For God so loved the world 
.’ That is what makes it im- 
possible for the human mind to 
comprehend the love of God. The 


who have turned their backs on 
God. Yet in spite of their rebel- 
lion, God loved them. The Bible 
says that “God commendeth His 
love towards us in that while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us?’ Again it says, “Christ died 
for the ungodly.” God loved not 


| alone the good, but the bad. When 


Jesus was being nailed to the 
cross He prayed, “Father, forgive 
them for they know not what they 
do.” Such love is not human, It 
is divine. In spite of your enmity, 
God loves you. What marvelous, 
matchless love! | 


Had God wiped out the race as 
He destroyed the Antidiluvians by 
the flood, and Sodom and Gomor- 
rah by fire, we could have under- 
stood it, for that is what man 
would have done. We did not for- 
give the Nazi leaders of Germany 
and give them another chance; we 
executed them. Such is man’s in- 
humanity to man. That is the 
way man acts. But not so God. 
His love forgives. God is merci- 
ful. He loves the unlovely, the 
rebellious and the sinful. Such 
love is supernatural. It is divine. 
For only God Rives like that. 

Had He loved only the lovely, 
the good and obedient, we could 
have understood it, for we love 
those who love us. We love our 
friends: that is human love. But 
God loves His enemies. He loves 
the disobedient and sinful. That 
love we cannot understand. It is 
beyond our comprehension. 

The prodigal’s father, you re- 
member, loved his erring son, 
even though he had disgraced him 
by his life of debauchery and sin. 
He was waiting with outstretched 
arms to receive him. “This my 
son was dead and is alive again,” 
he cried. “He was lost, and is 
found’ (Luke 15:24). What a 
welcome! Such is the love of God. 


Second: “That He gave His 
only begotten Son” 

“For God so loved that he 
gave...” Love demands sacri- 
fice. Love produces action. Love 
must demonstrate itself. That is 
true even of human love. God 
has proved His love by giving. 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son ..” He could have sent an 
angel or even an archangel, but 
He didn’t. He sent His Son, His 
nearest and His dearest. Nothing 
could have demonstrated His love 
like the giving of His only be- 
gotten Son. A father will give

It is truly the 
finest Scriptural discussion on the 
subject that I have ever seen, and 
Y hope it will be given wide pub- 
licity. It is reasonable, logical, 
Scriptural, kindly; it goes to the 
bottom of things. You hgve gone 
into every point so thoroughly 
and Scripturally that it would be 
presumptuous for me to mention 
each one specifically, only to say 
that I have enjoyed your chal- 
lenging answer to each of the 
questions that are often asked in 
regard to Christian living. 

“I did read it with the hope 
that you would freely discuss the 
way Christian mothers dress their 
little children, especially girls, in 
sumsuits that leave their little 
bodies practically maked. You did 
mention it, but maybe it could 
have been emphasized a bit more. 
lf modesty is not instilled in their 
little minds at an early age, it 
never will be done later. In my 
day—and I am a grandmother— 
we had it drilled into us from 
babyhood that we must ‘keep your 
dress down,’ ‘keep your feet 
down,’ and I am_ still shocked 
when this admonition is never 
heard, not even in:-my Christian 
daughter’s home. I must have 
failed in some way to instill it in- 
to her, and I cannot understand 
how I ceuld have when it is so 
deeply instilled into my conscious- 
ness even yet. Dresses are 80 
short, and ‘nothing under them. 

“Another thing is the way the 
young mothers and fathers in that 
same Christian circle discuss free- 
ly the things that cause me to 
want to hang’my Read in shame. 


They talk about their private, 
personal lives as freely as they 
do about anything else, and they 
caiscuss them in the presence of 
their children. Even the little 
ones five and six years old know 
all the intimate facts that it 
seems to me should be kept until | 
they are old enough to know how 
to keep these facts inviolate and 
sacred in the family. When I 
made a protest to my daughter 
sbout her little girl knowing all 
these things at the age of five 
and six, she said scoffingly, ‘Yes, 
they used to tell the children that 
storks brought the babies.’ No, I 
never told falsehoods to my chil- 
dren, but I waited until they in- 
quired about the facts that they 
were old enough to know or until 
1 thought they should know them, 
then I told the truth so far as 
they were curious and interested. 
YT didn’t force. the facts upon them. 
I meant to say that these private; 
personal matters are discussed in 
mixed groups and without any 
sense of reserve. 


“A new baby, for one thing, 15 
announced as soon as pregnancy 
is known, and everybody knows | 
it months ahead. Whether this is 
true everywhere throughout .the 
land, I do not know, but it cer- 
tainly is in this locality, and lI 
believe in other church groups as 
well as our own. I do not think 
it is right nor Scriptural. Thank 
you, Dr. Rice, for your fearless 
condemnation of al] things that 
are a peril to the cause of right- 
eousness. You and your work 
are remembered in prayer. Do 
not trouble to answer this—-your 
time can be spent in more neces- 
sary ways.

everything he possesses before he 
will give his son. - 

Bear in mind, if you will, that 
God could have rescued His Son 
even from the cross, and yet He 
let him die. He witnessed His 
death struggles. He let Him 
suffer and never raised a hand to 
save Him*’ Would you have done 
that? Could you as a father, 
could you let your son suffer such 
excruciating agony, knowing full 
well that you had the power to 
rescue him, to save him from tt 
all, and yet never make an effort 
to do anything? Impossible! 
There isn’t a father in the world 
who could stand by and see wick- 
ed men drive cruel spikes into 
the hands and feet of his son and 
not make an effort to save him. 

But God did. God allowed His 
Son to die when He cod have 
rescued Him. That is what makes 
His love so wonderful. It is a 
love beyond human _ understand- 
ing. It is» not human; it is di- 
vine. God’s love is so great that 
He could allow His Son to suffer 
and die and make no effort to 
save Him, when He could have 
done so at any time. Such love, 
I say, is beyond human compre- 
hension. He did it because of His 
love for you. To save you, He 
had to let His Son die. 

Isaac, you remember, was. sav- 
ed, for just as Abraham was about 
to slay him, God cried out, ‘“‘Ab- 
raham, Abraham...Lay not thine 
hand upon the lad” (Gen. 22:12). 
Kut when Jesus, in the agony of 
His soul, exclaimed, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
(Matt. 27:46), there was no voice 
that answered. God turned away 
His face and let Him die. To 
save you, He had to sacrifice His 
Son. Oh, what love! - 


Third: “That whosoever be- 
lieveth on Him” 

Now there are three great 
things in this statement express- 
ed by three words. First, “‘who- 
Soever.” Here we have the uni- 
versality of God’s offer of salva- 
tion. It is for you, for me, or for 
anybody else. It takes in the yel- 
low and the brown, the black and 
the white. It includes sinners of 
the deepest dye, as well as thos 
who have lived moral and upright 
lives. It makes no. difference 
what a man is or what he has 
done, he is included in God's 
“whosoever.” 

Peter thought it was only for 
the Jews, and God had to give him 
& special vision before he would 
go to the Genfiles. God’s love is 
universal, and so is His salvation. 
It is for Jew and Gentile alike. 

I urge you, then, to come to 
Him. You need not fear, I do 
not care what you have done, 
or who you are. God offers you 
salvation just like anybody else. 


-Drunkards, harlots, liars, thieves, 


dope fiends, blasphemers—all may 
come. God says, “whosoever.” 

The second word is the word 
“believeth.” “Whosoever believeth 
on Him...” Faith connects the 
Sinner with God. It-simply means 
trusting Jesus Christ. In other 
words, you must lean your whole 
Weight on Him It is a word of 
action. It has nothing whatever 
to do with your intellect. It does 
mot say that you must believe 
certain things about Jesus Christ. 
It says you must trust Him. 

You must trust Him as you 
trust an elevator when you step 
into it; as you trust a boat when 
you go aboard; as you trust a 
street-car when you enter it. For- 
get your intellect. Never mind 
what you believe or what you do 
mot believe. Dare to venture all 
on Jesus Christ; that is trust. 
You have believed all your life, 
now you must act, and when you 
do you wil! be saved. 

It is ‘not of works” (Eph. 2:9). 
There is nothing you can do to 
merit it. All your prayers and 
fastings will not save you. All 
-your church-going and religious 
practices will be unavailing. Pen- 
ance, self-denial, bodily afflictions, 
pilgrimages — works of any kind 
— all, yea, all, will be ineffective. 
For you are saved, not by works, 
but by faith. : 

The third word is the word 
“Him,” referring, of course, to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. ‘“‘Whosoever 
believeth on him . e -’ Do not 


sd 


worry about your faith. It makes 
no difference whether you have 
much or little, nor what kind of 
faith it is. It may only be like 
a grain of mustard seed. Forget 
your faith. Think now of the 
object of your faith. Think of the 
One you are to trust. Put your 
faith in a person and let that per- 
son be the Lord Jesus Christ, 


It is not your faith that saves 
you; it is Christ. Why, then, worry 
about your faith? Look to Jesus. 
Rely upon Him. He is the One 
who saves. Dare then to trust 
Him. 

If you put your faith in the 
wrong person, you will never be 
saved. »If you put your faith 
in religion or in the church, you 
will not be saved. If you put it 
in your good works, your morality, 
again, you will not be saved; but 
if you put it in Christ, He will 
save you. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.” He is your one and only 
hope. That is why God _ says, 
“Whosoever believeth in Him. , .” 


Fourth: “Should not perish 
but have everlasting life” 
There are two things here. First, 

we are. saved from something — 

“should not perish...” We are 

saved from death. Second, we are 

given something—‘“but have ever- 
lasting life.” We are given life. 

To perish means to die, and to 
die eternally, to be forever sepa- 
rated from God. That is spiritual 
death. According to God’s Word, 
men are “dead in trespasses and 
in sins,” and they have to be 
quickened into life. I am preach- 
ing now to dead men, to corpses, 
and Jesus says, “Ye shall die in 
your sins.” In other words, unless 
you receive eternal life you will 
pass out of this life as you are, 
namely, “dead in trespasses and 
in sins.” 

Look at this fruit. See these 
vegetables. They all look good. 
But they are perishing. “They are 
in a state of death. Soon they will 
become corrupt. Little by little 
they will rot away. As a matter 
of fact, they are dead already, for 
they have been severed from the 
tree and from the vine. So it is with 
you. Appearances do not matter. 
You are already dead; you are 
right now perishing. The lake of 
fire awaits you. Eternal death 
will be your doom, There is no 
hope; you cannot be saved—unless 
you are quickened into life, unless 
you are grafted into God. i 

Now God wants to save you 
from death, and so He offers you 
life, everlasting life. And I come 
to you today as His ambassador, 
with His message of life, eternal 
life. Ioffer you now God-life, 
uncreated life, the life of the ages. 
Will you have it? Do you want to 
remain in a state of death? Or 
do you want this glorious, in- 


destructible life that God now 
offers you? It ig for you to 
decide. 

I cannot explain it. I do not 


understand it myself, but I know 
I have it. I have had it ever 
since I accepted Jesus Christ as 
my Saviour. I became a partaker 


of divine life and that life is mine [| 


today. I know where I am going. 
Death will not mean a plunge into 
the dark so far as I am concerned. 
“He loved me and gave himself 
for me.” I acéepted Him as my 
Saviour and now I have His life. 
Therefore, I will never perish, and 
no one will ever pluck me out of 
His hands. I am His and He is 
mine, and mine for all eternity. 

This, my friend, is the love of 
God. Is it not wonderful? What 
matchless grace! What a glorious 
revelation! How can you spurn 
it? How can you turn away? 
What will you say when you stand 
before Him? He can forgive any- 
thing. But to despise His love, to 
spurn His offer of mercy, to re- 
ject His only begotten Son — that 
is something that never can be’ 
forgiven. 

I plead with you because God: 
loves you. This one verse alone 
is sufficient to prove it. Herein 
is the gospel. It is now you 
to open your heart and rec€ive the 
Lord Jesus Christ as your own 
personal Saviour. “For God ‘so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” Will 


you do it? Do it — NOW.
